who were bound by Oath to be faithful to the Apoftolick Sea, and to 
jacknowledge the Pope their chief Protettor. .The Count Palatine of 
Rhine, who in the Interregnum is chief Vicar of the Empire , publifhed 
his right, by the Golden Bull, to govern in. chief, tilla new Emperor be 
chofen, and, by advice,aflumed the Power, requiring the People to de- 
mean themfelves peacebly under his Government. : 
_. King Ferdinand, in his broken eftate, propounded a ceffation of Arms, 
and offered fair Terms of Peace ; but was not anfwered, for the breach 
would not be madeup. The Bohemians declared, that their Kingdom was 
‘Eletive, not Hereditary ; that the States-General ought to have the free

teftant Caufe and Party. But Count Mansfield, whom Axhalt flighted, and

This learned Peer, eminent over the Chriftian World for his many 
Writings extant in Print, was known to be no admirer of Money, yet 
had the unhappinefs to be defiled therewith : He treafured up nothing, 
either for himfclf or his Family, for he both lived and died in debt ; he 
was over-indulgent to his Servants, and connived at their takings, and 
their ways betrayed him to that error; they were profufe and expen- 
five, and had at command whatever he was matter of. The gifts taken 
were, for the moft part, for interlocutory Orders ; ‘his Decreees were ge- 
C |nerally made with fo much equity, that though gifts rendred him fae 
pected for injuftice, yet never any Decree made by. him was reverfed as 
unjuft, asit hath been obferved by fome knowing in our Laws. 

About the fame time Sir Henry Yelverton was accufed by the Com, 
mons ; who, by charging him, rendred him the lefs offender ; and he there- 
by had the opportunity to {peak that at the Bar, which he durft not fay in

His Majefty, to. clear 
himfelf, did lay open the many former juft miflikes which he had againft 
Sir Henry, and his gentle proceedings again{t him for the fame. And when 
His Majefty intended to queftion him, Buckingham Lord Admiral be- 
fought him not to think of any private wrongs done to his Lordfhip ; 
His Majefty added, That in the examination of the bufinefs touching the} 
Charter of London, Yelverton had firft juftified himfelf by his Majefty’s. 
Warrant ; and that by that Warrant, he might have given away all Lon 
don from him ; yet at length he made a good Submiffion in the begin- 
ning, but in theend he faid, he had not wronged his Majefty in his Pre-.

and others to death ; and the Heads of many eminent ‘enee were fix’d| 


on the Towers in Pragwe, and their Bodies quartered. After this, the Em- 
the Bohemians, and caufed Procefs to be made againftthem. The Marquis 
of Fagerndorfe, who ftirred inthe County of Glatsburgh, and raifed forces 
by Commiffion from the EleCtor Palatine, publifhed Letters againft the 
Executions in Bohemia, as cruel and barbarous. Meri 


The Emperor put forth an Anfwer, and faid, That the Marquis pub- a 
lifhed thofe things malicioufly, forafmuch. as in Bohemia, was the Origi- 
est uf i a A Pam ~ wall 
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nal Sedition, and the head that infected the members: That fome few 
|Perfons, Authors of the troubles, not in hatred of their Religion, but for 
their Rebellion, have been punifhed by the hand of Juftice. And he de- 
| |clared farther, That the like exemplary Juftice fhould not be done in other 
_ \places, but that the Articles of the Peace fhould be obferved. 
By this time the Parliament having fate about four Months , King fames 
‘was defirous to give them atime of vacancy. The Lord Treafurer, by 
the Kings command, declared unto the Houfes, That his Majefty, by 
the advice of his Privy Council, thought fit to adjourn the Parliament, 
left the Seafon of the Year, by the continual concourfe of People, fhould 
caufe infeftion. Alfo, that the Lieutenants and Juftices might bein the 
Country ; andthe Adjournment keeping the Parliament ftill in being, was 
better than Proroguing. That his Majefty had already redrefled corrup- 
tion in Courts of Juftice, and by his Proclamation called in the Patents of 
Inns, of Ofteries, and of Gold and Silver Thred, and cherifhed the Bill 
againft Informers and Monopolies. | 
~The Commons were troubled at this Meflage, and defired a Conference 


Adjournment. The King takes notice of it ; and the Treafurer acquainted 

{the Lords, thata Petition of this nature could not be pleafing to his, 
Majefty, it feeming to derozate from his Prerogative, who alone hath 

power toCall, Adjourn, and Determine Parliaments. The Commons at 

a further Conference, declared their hearty forrow and paffionate grief 
at the King’s refolution, which, they faid, cut off the performance of what 

they had confulted, and promifed for the publick Weal. 

_ The Lords fitting in their Robes, the King came and madea Speech, 

takes notice of his Meflage to both Houfes, and gave their Lordfhips 

_|thanks for obeying the fame, and acknowledging his power to Call, Ad- 

journ, and Diilolve Parliaments, ahd for refufing to joyn with the Com- 

{mons in the Petition for Non-adjournment. And whereas fome had given 

|out, that no good had been done this Parliament, he put them.in mind, 

 \that the two Patents, grievous to the Common-wealth, were called 

in, and that the Parliament had cenfured the offenders for an example to 

all Ages. And, if they defired it, he offered them eight or ten days longer 

fitting, to expedite Bills ; but faid, thatat the requeft of the Commons he 

would not grant it.

He further faid, That his Majefty did principally fix the occafion of 
the calling a Parliament upon the Declaration recorded, and divulged 
far and near by the Reprefentative Commonalty of this Kingdom to 
jaffift his Majefty to carry on the War to recover the Palatinate ; yet 
withall, his Lordfhip gave an account, how his Majefty, fince the laft 
Parliament, encouraged to travel a little longer in his pious endeavours 
to procure a Peace by way of Treaty, and that the Lord Digby was fent 
Ambaflador upon that occafion, and fince returned, but not with fuch 
fuccefs as was to be hoped for.

Thefe Priviledges were Originally the favour of Princes ; neither doth 
his Majefty go about to impair or diminifh them. Therefore if his Majefty 
would be pleafed to qualifie the paflage with fome mild and noble ex- 
preflion, and require them ayes prepare things for a Seffion, and to 
leave thofe needlefs difputes, he ihall make it appear to all wife and juft 
Men, that thofe Perfons are oppofite to thofe common ends, whereof 
they vaunt themfelves the only Patrons.. Will the King be pleafed to add

the other Daughter weeping. In which Difpatch, although there were 
| fome miftaking, yet in the next following, the fame was corrected, and the 
| Earl of BrifZol tied to the fame reftriction, which him(elf confeffed in one 
of his Difpatches afterwards, and promifed toobey punctually the King’s 
command therein; yet neverthelefs, contrary to his Duty and Allegi- | 
ace , in another Letter fent immediately after, he declared , That 
he had fet a day for. the De/ponfories, without any affurance, or fo 
much as treating of thofe things which were commanded _ to him as Re- 
{trictions; and that fo fhort-a day, thatif extraordinary diligence, with 
| good fuccefs in the Journey, had not concurred, the Prince’s hands 
might have been bound up 5 and yet he neither fure of a Wife, nor 
any affurance given of the Femporal Articles. All which, in his high 
| prefumption, he adventured todo, being an expref breach of his In- | - 
| ftructions ; and if the fame had not been prevented by his late Majefty’s

geftions,and perfwafions ofthe faid Earl,that the Marriage was really in- 
tended: And tothat effect, both his late Majefty of blefled memory,and |

taken at a Book, entituled, Appella Cafarem, or, An Appeal to Cefar ; 
and publifhed inthe year 1625. by Richard Montague, then Batchelor 
of Divinity, and now Bifhop of Chiche/ter; and becaufe it did openthe 
way to thofe Schifms and Divifions, which have fince enfued in the. 
Church, We did, for remedy and redrefs thereof, and for the fatif- 
faction of the Confciences of Our good people, not only by Our pub-

| whereby the Church of Exg/and hath-ftood and flourifhed ever fir, 
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Andas We were careful to make up all breaches and rents in R& 


ligion at home, fo did We,by Our Proclamation and Commandment» 
for the execution of Laws againtt Priefts,and Popifh Recufants, for- 
tifie all ways and approaches againft that forreign Enemy ; which 
if it have not fucceeded according to Our intention,We muft lay the 
fault where it is, inthe fubordinate Officers, and Minifters in the 
Countrey,by whofe remifnefs Jefuits and Priefts efcape without ap- 
A | prehenfion; and Recufants, from thofe convictions and penalties, 
which the Law and Our Commandment would have infli&ted on 
them. For We do profefs, That as it is Our duty, fo it fhall be Our 
care to command and dire well ; but it is the part of others to per- 
form the minifterial Office. And when We have done Our Office,We 
fhall account Our felf, and all charitable men will account Us inno- 
cent, both to God and Men.

| ty, againft all oppolitions and prattifes of troublefome fpirits, and to 
| bridle them, than to fortifie your Kingdom, by having a Fortrefs in 
| evety,chief Town, and important place thereof, furnifhed with Ord- 


| nance,Munition,and faithful men, as they ought to be, with all other 


-circumftances fit for to be digefted in a bufinefs of this nature ; order- 
| ing withal,the Trained Souldiers of the Country to be united in one 
| dependency with the faid Fort,as wellto fecure their beginning as to 

fuccour them in any occafion of fufpect; and alfo to retain and 


keep their Arms for more fecurity, whereby the Countries are.

And, to the 
purpofe here intended, which is not to put down altogether Parlia- 
ments and their Authority,being in many cafes very neceffary and fit ; 
but to abridge them fo far, as they feek to derogate from your Maje- }

tion in offering the aforefaid Oath, may require fome policy,for the 
eafier paflage at firft, either by fingular or particular tra€taCtion ; and 
that fo near about one time over the Land, as one Government may 
not know what the other intendeth ; fo it may pafs the eafier,by hav- 
ing no time of combination or oppofition.
